Berlin, March 26.—Is the Kaiser's 
wife really an empress? Is his maj- 
eaty’s eldest son the genuine crown 
prince and rightful. heir to the: im- 
perial crown? Are any of.the keiser’s 
gons full-blown royel prince’ and en- 
titled to the ordinary line of succes- 
sion to the throne on which the Ho- 
benzollierns have sat for “many cen- 
turies? A serious law-court decision 
just pronounced makes it necessary to 
answer all these questions in the nega- 
tive. 

If this deciston is not reversed by 
the higher courts to which it wi!l be 
earried at once, the Kaltser’s wife ‘s 
his etdest son is no: 
really the crown prince, and none of 
his sons are members of the royal 
family, but merely dukes of Schies- 
wig-Holstein. His daughter is.not 
Princess Victoria Louise of Prussia, 
but merely Duchess Victoria Loutse of 
Schleswig-Holstein. The kaliser’s wife

The kaiser, the greatest 
living stickler for. the most rigid 
forms of court etiquette, is revealed 
as a monarch who in his marriage 
transgresseq the most fundamental! 
principle of birthright on which the 
royal dynasties of Europe are based; 
instead of uniting himself with a 
Princess of the blood of his own equal 
in rank and position, he wedded a 
girl of inferior order, a duchess whose 
family simply belongs to the higher 
nobility in Germany. 
Court Is Topy-Turvy. 

In consequence of this blunder, the 
entire German court is turned topsy- 
turvy. Consternation prevails and 
everyone awaits with burning interest 
the kaiser’s next step. Will he take 
this suceession of blows meekly and 
im acquiescence, will he submit to the 
sight of his wife and children being 
ejected from the birthright which he 
and they have always regarded in 
eommon with the rest of the world 
as theirs, or will he sweep away the 
laws and traditions of centuries and 
thereby revolutionize the constituiion 
of the royal family of Prussia, which 
is simultaneously the imperial family 
of Germany? The answer to this 
question cannot yet be supplied. The 
Kaiser is in a dilemma. 
hand his wife and children, his own 
flesh and blood: on the other hand. 
that which he and his forefathers have 
been accustomed to respect and to 
venerate as the unalterable law of 
Succession., Which will be victorious? 
The living claims of the woman he 
loved and wedded, the mother of his 
children, the interests of his sons, or 
the dead, obsolete, and altogether an- 
tiquated and absurd statutes which 
underly the idea of equality of birth 
in retgning families. 

This statute of equality of birth tis 
the rot of the whole trouble. The 
European reigning families have all 
adopted it with the exception of the 
English and Belgian dynasties, where 
it was long since swept away as being 
utterly incompatible with the modern 
spirit of the present era. But in Ger- 
many and Austria, in Russia and Italy, 
in all the other countries of continent- 
al Europe, this statue of equality of 
birth is supreme and unalterable. It 
may be summed up as requiring that 
every member of a royal 
Marry a member of another royal fam- 
fiy, otherwise the match is a mesal-

They 
are exempted from various taxes, 
whereby they are greatly enriched. 
They cannot be compelled to attend 
a law court as witnesses, but judges 
visit them in their homes and 
take down their evidence from dicta- 
tion. Thus, if ever they are dragged 
into a lawsuit, they are spared the 
horrors of cross-examination at the 
hands of ruthless lawyers who would 
have scant respect for their exalted

Whenever they pass 
a military sentry, he must present 
arms in a markedly conspicuous way, 
more #o than when he salutes just an 
officer.

Shock to German Court. 

The consequences of this judicial 
ruling, if upheld by the higher courts, 
will revolutionize life at the German 
court during the lifetime of the present 
emperor.

would be epose rom

cupy. She would no longer be the first 
lady of the realm, but she would take 
frank after all the ladies of royal blood, 
that it to say, she would be inferior in 
position to the youngest princess in 
the most insignificant royal famfly in 
Europe.

Then the empress 
would be deprived of those wonderful 
court jewels which are the joy of her 
heart and enable her to outshine all 
the ladies of Burope at the great 
functions which she attends; a collec- 
tion of jewels so magnificent that when 
she attends an ordinary court ball she 
wears one and a half million dollars’ 
lworth of precious stones On her per- 
son. In all probability she would 
cease to attend any great banquets or 
balls, or other gatherings of that kind, 
but if she summoned up sufficient cour- 
age to be present In an inferior capac- 
ity in assemblies of which she was 
formerly the first lady, all the prin- 
cesses of the Prussian royal family 
and any other princesses who hap- 
pened to be present 4s visitors would 
walk into the bailroom in front of her, 
would. sit at better placés at table, 
and would be entitled to more respect 
When the 
kaiser paid ceremonial ‘visits to other 
courts she would be unable to accom- 


pany him, or if she chose to accompany

}him she would have to remain discreet- 


ly in the background as an unrecog- 
nized and unauthorized member of his 
suite. When other emperors and kings, 
and empresses and queens, and princes 
and princesses visited the kaiser she 
would not be able to play the hostess, 
and if she appeared at all she would be 
relegated to comparative obscurity. 
The humillation would be crushing, the 
burden of life almost too heavy to'bear 
under such mortifying conditions. 
: More Complications. 

The ensuing complications would not 
end at this point. The crown prince, 
no longer crown prince, but merely 
Duke William of Schleswig-Holstein, 
would, at one stroke, be deprived of al! 
that flattery, cajolery, homage and 
adulation which heave been showered 
upon him in his capacity as heir to 
the throne. Bitter experience would 
teach him the real value of the atten- 
tion which he has received in the past, 
and the motives which have prompted 
the words and actions of hig cringing 
satellites. They would abandon him 
in hot haste, and would turn their at- 
tentions to the prince who supplanted 
him as heir apparent to the imperia! 
crown. And the ex-Crown Prince Wil- 
liam of Germany transformed into 
Duke William of Schleswig-Holstein 
would be able to devote himself ex- 
clusively to his sporting pastimes, and 
in his idle intervals to reflect and to 
philosephize on the vanities of life.

Would the Kaiser Submitt 

Would the kaiser passively submit to 
these revolutionary changes in his own 
family? The case has yet to be fougm 
out in other law courts, for Ernes 
Guenther of Schleswig-Holstein has a)- 
ready lodged an appeal against the de- 
cision of the local court. This appeal 
will be heard in due course, and, if 
decided against him, will be carried to 
the highest court in Prussia.

Peachtree viaduct, near-the 
railway ticket office, sits al] 
day long a biind man holding in front 
of him a tray of lead pencils. To 
the front of his hat fs pinned a large 
card upon which are large letters ad- 
vising all who pass that {is blind, 
but that he is not a mendicant—that 
he is striving to make a living by 
selling lead pencils, shoe and 
new spapers. 

That is J. T. Cashion, 
Richmond, Va., but now a resident o1 
Atlanta, and it is a fair living 
making for himself and wife. 

Every morning he is led from his 
home, 14 Waddell street, to the corner 
by his wife, who calls for Him late in 
the evening, when he has put tn a ful] 
day’s work. But up to a few weeks 
ago Cashion’'s wife remained at nome 
houschold duties while a 
faithful dog lied the bling man to his 
place of business} where he curled up 
under a stool upon which his master 
sat, and slumbered the hours away, 
never so sound asleep, however, that 
he did not stand ready to defend the 
man above him. 

That dog is niw dead, and it's up to 
Cashion to depend upon his wife for 
guidance through the streets until he 
can secure another canine companion. 
Racker, that was the dog’s name, died 
a few weeks ago of pneumonia at the 
Drs. Carnes’ veterinary § sanitarium. 
And .Racker’s last work was leading 
his master to that saniturium where 
he might be treated for the disease 
Which then had him in the throes of 
deaths After examining the dog care- 
fully, Dr. Carnes remarked: 

“My friend, your dog is in a mighty 
bad fix..

Up in 
Richmond a conductor, whose home 
was at Ashland, brought me two dogs 
to train, and when he came for them 
they were educated. Each one could 
do any number of stunts, and do them 
well. One day the conductor came 
for them. He brought a chaih and 
chained the two together. Then he 
put them on the train and carried them 
to Ashland, 18 miles away. About 
dawn next morning there was a noise 
at my front door, and when I opened 
it those two dogs rushed in and then 
climbed all over me, indicating their 
joy in every possible way. It took 
that conductor a long time to learn 
those dogs to stay at home ané away 
from me. I've trained dogs for show- 
men, and never did I hear a kick. 

“Now, doctor, that dog there, Rack- 
er, Is a mongrel. He is a etray, and 
yet he is one of the best dogs I ever 
had. Not long ago I had three dogs, 
and they were all beauts, let me tell 
you. Two of ’em I could send to the 
newspaper office when the papers were 
out and they would bring me back my 
bundle. I didn't have to go after my 
papers. I would send one for one 
edition and the other for the second. 
Someone at the office had been ad- 
vised and would: tie the papers to the 
dog and right tnto my hands he'd 
put ‘em in a mighty few minutes.

BECAUSE COUNTRY WAITS

The time is not ripe—that is it! 
From the putting on of summer under- 
wear. to the taking off of tariff taxes 
—from votes for negroes and women, 
to putting on industry the burden of 
industrial accidents—always the same 
old cry—the time is not ripe! Wait! 
Have patience! God is in His heaven! 
Laissez faire—the time is not ripe. 

And so, the time ts not ripe for a 
department of health, and while the 
time is getting ripe, death stalks 
abroad, cutting off a few hundred 
thousand here, a few hundred there, 
while those of us overlooked stand 
calmly by and estimate that each year 
in these United States over 600,000 of 
our fellows are sacrificed to ignorance 
and apathy. 

Sewers go on emptying into aity wa- 
ter supplies; merchants stop the truth 
from coming out and let the plague get 
into Calfornia; tenements are built to 
fill tuberculosis hospitads; and if it is 
demanded that the mighty hand of the 
national government be stretched to 
help—the time is not ripe! The spir- 
it of the thing has got into the very 
marrow of our bones. We have come 
to accept it as a sufficient answer, 
this—that the time is not ripe. And 
we proceed to trim our Sails accord- 
ingly. We.compromise, and we be- 
come ‘“practical;” we put on the wis- 
dom of the serpent, and stay as harm- 
less as the dove. With dignity, step 
by step, we will accomplish this re- 
form. But death, at least, ba radical, 
and when he sees his goal, rushes 
straight on, with no thinking twice, 
and with no great long things between, 
before he steps but once.

a correspondingly longer time to load 
Or unload other cars during the same 
month without being charged de- 
murrage. 

The adoption of this rule, it is held, 
will more than compensate for other 
changes tbat will have to be made in 
the rules now covering Georgia ship- 
ments in order to secure uniformity. 

It is this set of rules, with a few 
minor changes, which on April 1 goes 
into effect on all interstate business 
south and which the railroad 
commission of Georgia is considering 
the advisability of adopting to cover 
business between points in this state.

In fact, it may be 
gaid that, as practiced originally in 
England, it would be wholly ineffect- 
ive, and would generally result in 
travesty; but the change hs gone, as 
usual, to extremes.

This 
may be the law of some states, but it 
is not the law of Georgia. It may or 
may not disqualify them, depend{fng 
upon whether they havé such a fixed 
prejudice or bias in their minds that 
their preconceived judgment will not 
readily yield to evidence. If they have 
either prejudice or bias from the news- 
papers or any other source, which will 
not readily yield to evidence, they are 
disqualified. 


Some of the Absurdities. 


It ig one of the absurdities of our 
system that in criminal cases the char- 
acter of the accused is so carefully 
guarded that the jury must have no 
inkling of that character lest it should 
be unsavory; but if the character of 
the accused is good, then the accused 
is at perfect liberty to introduce it in 
evidence, without any warning to the 
state, which generally results in the 
inability of the state to meet the issue 
thus suddenly sprung wpon it. 

Another absurdity is when a defend- 
ant is on trial for a homicide, and who 
has a notoriously bad character for 
violence, he is in some cases at perfect 
liberty to introduce evidence showing 


; the bad character for violence of the 
,man killed by him, while the state is 
powerless to retaliate by bringing in 
‘the character of the defendant on trial. 
| The living is thereby given an uncon- 


scionable advantage over the man who 


.has been sent to eternity, and, there- 
,fore, who cannot testify against the 


. 


accused. 
Should Preserve Evidence. 


The other important agency is that 
of the witnesses. When we consider 
the tendency and practice of witnesses 
to falsify, the imperfection of mem- 
ory, and other causes which make it 
difficult to get the real truth ac- 
curately told, and in a manner that will 
run the gauntlet of cross-examination 


‘and yet satisfy the minds of the jury, 


thé observer can form an estimate of 
the obstacles in the way of arriving 
at truth. When we remember the ease 
with which murderers escape arrest 


for indefinite lengths of time, and the 


advantage accruing to them by such 
lapse of time, through the death of 
witnesses, the effect of time on the 
memories, if living, etc., it certainly 
seems that ome method ought to be 
devised by which evidence might be 
taken when fresh in nfind, and pre- 
sérved, to be used on the trial when- 
ever had. Present provisions are in- 
adequate. |

Where are the rights of the public? 
Farce? All according to the view- 
point. While this is an exception, It 
is not an unheard-of case. If_sguch a 
play can be enacted in the name of the 
law, what would you expect if one is 
indicted who has powerful friends and 
a bulging purse? Such a person Is not 
unusualiy content with one attorney. 
If the charge is a grave one, he usual- 
ly employs as many as the bar repre- 
sents var.ed influences. Under our 
law he may have a different leading 
‘attorney each time his case is called, 
and the choice may fall upon any one 
| of his array of counsel who may be 
hindered by Providence or otherwise 
from conducting the trial, regardless 
of the inconventence to court, 
nesses, opposing counsel, or the ex 
pense incurred in order to be in readi- 
ness at that time. Similar instances 
might be piied like Ossa on Pelion. As 
Mme. Roland said of liberty, many 
sins are committed under the name of 
that mercy called “continuance.” 


Loss of Time and Money. 


Little, if any, thought is ever given 
to the ioss of time and money of 
| Jurors, witnesses and parties who are 
|! compelled to wait around courts while 
justice is being delayed, sometimes 
| cheated and sometimes outraged. Sure- 
ly they have rights age well as liti- 
|! gants and criminals. 

Has the average man ever grasped 
in his brain the fact that there is no 
legal limit to the number of people 
who may be served by the stern man- 
date of the law to appear at court asa 
witness, “from day to day and from 
term to term,’ etc, who may know 
nothing of the case nor of the parties, 
and are yet powerless to eS8cape save 
| by the consent of the party having 
him served. There is ne limit, save 
the sweet will of counsel and client. 
You may, and very often you are re- 
quired to come because that’s less ex- 
ertion than going to see you to inquire 
what you know. Are you a long-suf- 
féring. patient public? Perhaps. Time 
and a proper regard for the length of 
this article will not permit an 
enumeration of defects in our proced- 
ufe. There are enough of those that 
are glaring and self-convincing to 
arouse the public to action without 


more. 

Well, what can we do about § it? 
Some will say, “It’s easy to criticise, 
but next to impossible to remove the 
cause.” Such is the case, sad though 
it be, unless,the taxpayers, law-loving 
people make up their minds to legis- 
late to the core of the trouble. Ex- 
perience has abundantly shown that 
“others” are not alive to the situation, 
or prefer to endure these evils rather 
than to venture upon the waves cf 
reform. 


Definition of & Court. 


I am not unmindful of the heredi- 
tary and professional attachment of 
the bar to precedent and to the time- 
worn legal roads traveled by tle fa- 
thers, but I’m convinced that thea lead- 
ers of the bar have caught the light 
of truth as the mountain peaks are 
first to catch the glorious rays of the 
rising sun. 

The leaders better understand that 
a court is, or ought to be, “a place 
where justice is judicially admiaister- 
ed,”’ but too many regard it as a forum 
where a game is played by strategy, 
trick or almost any method avalilasle, 
with victory the only standard of suc- 
cess. 

The press of the state is doing a 
great work along the right line, and 
can do a great deal more. The reform 
is practicable, feasible and valuable. It 
has been done in Chicago, cetrainly it 
is possible in Georgia. The municipal 
court of Chicago is the most advanced 
example of what a trial court can do. 
It embraces cheapness, specod an! final - 
ity, the three essential qualities. (See 
World's Work, March, 1910.) It has 
been in existence three years, and has 
;} been reversed in only one-tenth o,f 1 
per cent of its cases. It is a nisi prius 
court of general civil and criminal yu- 
risdiction 

Too many cases go to the jury oe- 
cause some could be better handled 
, bY the court, or an auditor, and in 
some the amount is too small to war 
Lrant the time and expense of a jury 
trial. Of the latter class, cases arising 
in a justice court, after exhausting tne 
rights there, should be only entitled 
to a review by a superior court judge 
in chambers, involving no expotise. 

Jurors in the cities are sometimes 
overworked, and they constantly and 
loudly complain. It is often a grave 
sacrificé, especially when so many cf 
their fellows are exempt under the law, 
thus imposing extra service upon those 
who are not exempt.

The Rule of England. 


Substantially the same rule as No. 4 
was adopted in England nearly a cen-} 
tury ago because of the frequency of 
reversals for technical rather than sub- 
stantial reasons. While not in the 
same words it was practically to, the 
same effect, to-wit, that it should be 
considered an error in law, and, there- 
fore, réversible “whenever upon exami- 
mation of the whole record right ap- 
pears on the whole not to have been 
done, and judgment appears to have 
been given to one of the parties when 
it should have been given to the other.” 

lastly, a commission should be ap- 
pointed (by legislative sanction, if nec- 
essary), along the lines suggested by 
President Taft for the federal courts, 
to prepare a simple and symmetrical 
system. The governor of Illinois has 
already appointed such a commission.

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MANY INTERESTING EXHIBITS 
IN THE P. O. DEPT. MUSEUM 


Washington, March 20.—(Special.) 
Of the many museums and special 
exhibits at the nation’s capital 
none has gained more in popularity 
then the museum of the postoffice de- 
partment. Only a few vears ago this 
museum consisted of a few curios and 
odds and ends, assembled in a small 
room on the first floor of the depart- 
ment building on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue. Month after month the collec- 
tion has been added to until today it 
is one of the most interesting of all 
the numerous places for sightseeing in 
Washington. This museum has grown 
to euch an extent that the entire cor- 
ridor of the third floor of the mam- 
moth building is now necessary to 
display the many articles typical to 
the postal service and which are to be 
found tn no other museum in the coun- 
try. The number of visitors to this 
museum has increased by the thou- 
sands. A conservative estimate, after 
a several days’ tally, places the num- 
ber of visitors annually at from 75,000 
to 100,000. 

Complete Stamp Collection. 

' Since the revival of the interest tn 
postage stamp collecting, many people 
have been known to make special trips 
to Washington just to get a glimpse 
of the great collection which is on ex- 
hibit in this museum. The display here 
consists of a complete collection of 
postage stamps, postal cards and 
stamped envelopes issued by the United 
States government and all stamp-issu- 
ing countries of the world. The actual 
value of this stamp collection is prob- 
ably more than $200,000, but if they 
were ever put on sale in the open mar- 
kee the price they would command 
would be many times that amount, as 
the premium on the majority of them 
has increased in an enormous figure 
since they were issued. 

A most interesting section of the ex- 
hibi¢ is that devoted to the equipment 
used in handling the mails and a com- 
prehensive exhibit of the mail trans- 
portation facilities, from the dog-sled 
and the pony express to the newest 
type of the all-steel mail car now in 
use. Along with this elaborate ex- 
hibit is the unusual collection of ar- 
ticles from the dead letter office. Re- 
cently mutoscope picture machines 
were added to the exhibit. These ma- 
machines depict by moving pictures 
the various operations of the postal 
service from the time a letter is majled 
to the time of its final delivery. Among 
the miscellaneous collections are many | 
very interesting things that every 
American is proud to see—such as the 
original models of the ill-fated battle- 
ship “Maine,”’ the “Monitor,”’ the “Mer- 
rimac,”’ first submarine torpedo boat 
and the first mail-carrying ocean! 
steamers. 

This exhibit is now much more than 
a collection of odds and ends—it is an 
instructive exhibit, showing how let- 
ters are carried in this and other coun- 
tries, and the collectic1 of curios is 
confined to those that have come in 
through the division of dead letters. 
Many of the articles in the museum 
have been shown at the great exposi- | 
tions held in recent years. It may be 
said that when a large exposition is 
contemplated this is one of the first 
of the government 
agers want to draw on. At all ex- 
positions where the postoffice depart- 
ment has displayed this exhibit it has 
been considered one of the leading 
features of the occasion. 

Historical Exhibits. 

Meany of the articles included in this 
remarkable exhibit are valuable from 
a historical standpoint—for instance, 
there is the old stage coach which car- 
ried mail in Montana; it saw stirring 
times in its day and many celebrated 
people have ridden in it. In 1877 it was 
captured by the Indians, only to be 
retaken after a flerce fight by General | 
Howard. In that same year General’ 
Sherman used the coach while on his 
tour of inspection, the distance be- 
tween Fort Ellis and Helena, 108 miles, 
being covered on that occasion in elght 
hours. General Garfield also made use 
of the old conveyance before he be- 
came president, as did his successor, 
President Arthur. 

A model of the first steam vessel | 
to carry the United States mails across 
the Atlantic is to be seen here. The 
name of this vessel was the “South- 
erner,” and before it made its initial | 
voyage but one steamer had made the | 
trip across the Atlantic—that was the| 
“Savannah,” and that vessel only used | 
her paddies part of the way, they | 
being contrived so they could be taken | 
adeck when desired. 

Among the varieties of things in- 
cluded among the dead letter collection 
is a genuine “infernal machine.’ it 
Spanish man-of-war’ Vizcaya, at the 
Spanish man-of-war Vizaya, at the 
time that vessel was lying outside of 
New Yorw just before war was declared 
with Spain. BExtra precautions being 
taken bythe postoffice department, the 
bomb mever reached the Spanish cap- 
tain. Kearing such an attack the postal 
officials udvised Captain Eulate not to 
receive any mail until it had first 
passed through the hands of an expert. 
The captain assented, and the bomb 
was detected before it reached him. 

One of the cases contains an envelope 
in which is enclosed a lock of Charles 
Guiteau’s hair. It was sent by the as- 
sassin of President Garfield in a letter 
addressed to a young lady in Balti- 
more. In the letter Guiteau begged 
the young lady to aid him in securing 
funds for his trial. At the time the 
letter was sent the lady was traveling 
abroad, and no address being left it was 
returned to the dead letter office. 

Story of Scotch Terrier. 
_ Of the many unusual things to be 
seen in this museum there are none 
more interesting and pathetic than the 
Story of the little Scotch terrier, 
Owney, whose remains are mounted 
and given @ prominent place in the 
éxhibit with his harness and tags.

retold and written about many times in 
years gone by, but it should be told 


again for those not familiar with it, 
and again as a happy reminder to those 
that once read of this dog’s interesting 
career: 

“In 1886, tn the postoffice at Albany, 
N. Y.. a little Scotch terrier was found 
curled up, fast asleep, on top of some 
mail bags, where tt had taken refuge 


from the cold. The mall clerks took 
pity on him and adopted him, feeding 
and housing him from the weather. 
Quite frequently they would put his 
head and say, “who is your owner?” 
and in this way he derived his name, 

One day he followed the wagon to 
the depot, and boarded the cars with 
the mail; he was unobserved until after 
the train started, when some of the 
railway postal clerks, discovering his 
presence, took charge of him and sent 
him back to Albany. Having learned 
the trick, he made frequent trips with 
the mail, always returning to Albany, 
though his patrons never knew where 
he had been. 

Thinking it would be interesting to 
know where he went, the employees 
of the office gave him a tag inscribed 
“Owney, Albany Postoffice, Albany, 
N. Y.,” attaching a card thereto re- 
questing the postal clerks to affix tags 
to show where he had been. His trav- 
els soon became 8o extensive, however, 
that the tags grew burdensome, 80 
when pagsing through Washington on 
one of his trans-continental tours, 
Postmaster General Wanamaker pre- 
sented him with a set of harness, from 
which the tags of all sorts and de- 
scriptions were suspended. He traveled 
from one place to another, always fol- 
lowing the mail; for eleven years he 
kept this up, visiting Europe and Asia, 
as well as traveling throughout the 
United States and Canada. 

The mikado of Japan presented him 
with a silver medal, on one side of 
which was the national coat of arms. 

Owney me. his fate at Toledo, Ohio, 
when an attempt was made to have his 
picture taken. He was chained in the 
basement of the postoffice to await the 
arrival of the photographer. At such 
an indignity, Owney bristled up and 
barked furiously; a clerk in the post- 
office endeavored to quiet him, and 
received a bite in his hand. He spread 
the report that Owney was mad, and 
the postmaster summoned a policeman, 
who shot him—thus ending the career 
of the famous little dog.

Assistant Postmaster General 
De Graw Talks of Secretary 
Hitchcock’s Report on the 
Rural Free Delivery Service 
in This Country. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, March 26.—(Special.)— 
Postmaster Genera] Hitchcock, in his 
annual report, stated that rural] de- 
livery had developed in twelve years 
from an experiment, involving the dis- 
bursement of less than $15,000, to one 
of the largest branches of the postal 
service, with an annual expenditure ex- 
ceeding $35,000,000, and said: 

“It brings the farms and rural com- 
munities into closer communication 
with commercial and educational cen- 
ters. It encourages the improvement 
of country roads. By making rural 
life more attractive it stimulates agr!- 
culture: No doubt it ig partly respon- 
sible for the increase In farm values. 
Owing to the marvelously rapid growth 
of this service, however, it is but nat- 
ural that defects have developed. Rural! 
delivery is doubtless more costly than 
necessary. This would seem to be an 
appropriate time for considering care- 
fully the conditions under which it is 
operated, for perfecting the existing 
organization, and for introducing such 
economics as are consistent with a 
proper conduct of the service.” 

As a result of operations under the 
suggested method of procedure, it is 
stated by Assistant Postmaster General 
De Graw, who has charge of the rural 
service, that: 

“Rural delivery service is now in op- 
eration throughout the United States 
on 41,094 routes. The service has been 
established on petition of the people 
in the localities desiring it, where it is 
found upon investigation that the pop- 
ulation, road conditions and the use 
of the mails warrant its institution. 
The demand of the service during the 
first ten years of its development was 
sO great that it was not possible, when 
laying out routes here and there as 
petitions were filed, to give attention 
to methodical arrangement of the 
routes. This has resulted in there be- 
ing a considerable number of people 
located in territory lying between the 
lines of routes who do not have as 
satisfactory and efficlent service as it 
is possible to give if the routes are 
arranged more systematically. 

“Experience has shown that by care- 
ful inspection of the service in many 
localities it is possible to readjust the 
existing routes so as to extend direct 
delivery to a greater number of* people 
with an improved service in all in- 
Stances, and in many instances an 
actual saving has been effected with- 
out any impairment of the _ service. 
During the past four years, incident to 
this work, an annual saving of $600,- 
000 has been effected. 

Big Sum Saved. 

“During the present fiscal year, up to 
March 1, readjustments have been made 
involving the discontinuance of thirty 
routes, effecting a saving of $29,600. In 
one county alone, by the readjustment 
of the routes and a net decrease in the 
number of routes of four, an annual 
saving of $4,000 is possible. 

“In this work there is no impair- 
ment of the service. A smal] propor- 
tion of the people who have direct ser- 
vice may have to move

Thig statement was based upon the re- 
port made by Assistant Manager H. D. 
Marks, who has just returned to At- 

anta from a trip through Georgia 
covering the. past ten days. He has 
made a personal inspection of the 

larger orchards of the state with a 
view to ascertaining exactly the con- 
dition of the crop. 

Mr. Marks states that he found in 
some orchards, in the low places, the 
crop had been slightly damaged by the 
recent cold snap, but that here the 
damage was of no moment because of 
the fact the cold had made some of 
the smal! peaches fall off, which 
lightened the burden of the tree limbs 
totheiradvantage: He states that there 
is to be a heavy yield throughout the 
State and to keep the limbs from 
breaking under the burden of their 
luscious fruit it will be necessary to 
pull off a number of amall peaches on 
each limb to allow the others fuller 
development. 

“The fruit crop is’in splendid condi- 
tion,” stated Mr. Marks. “I have been 
practically all over the state in the 
past two weeks and I base this report, 
not upon hearsay, but upon an actual 
inspection. There are some 
where the cold hurt some of the trees, 
but only slightly.

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ILLINOIS DRYS PLAN 
A STATE CAMPAIGN 


Circulate Petition Calling on 
Legislature to Submit Ques- 
tion to Voters. 


Chicago, March 26.—(Special.)—De- 
feated in their efforts to place the lid 
on Chicago, the prohibition party and 
members of the dry campaign forces 
are now planning to circulate a peti- 
tion calling upon the state legislature 
to submit the dry question in the form 
of a constitutional amendment to the 
voters of the state. 

Alonzo KE. Wilson, chairman of the 
state committee of the prohibition 
party,. announced at noon that work 
had been begun to put on the ballot 
in the fall the following question: 

“Shall he general assembly submit 
to the electcrs of the state an amend- 
ment to the constitution, prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of alcoholic 
liquors for beverage purposes?” 

The drys are now torn by dissen- 
sion on questions of policy. 80 serious 
is the breach that it threatens the dis- 
ruption of the local option campaign 
committee. The question at issue is 
whether the ruling of the election 
board, in which the prohibition ques- 
tion was berred from the ballot, shall 
be attacked in the courts. In fur- 
therance of their plans for a _ state 
campaign the prohibitionists will issue 
a call within a few days for a conven- 
tion to be held in Decatur on May 10 
composed of representatives of all or- 
ganizations favorable to an anti-liquor 
constitutional amendment.

Rivers of Lava Still Run 
From Mt. Aetna.

Catania, Sicily, March 26.—-The erup- 
tions from the side craters of Mount 
Aetna continued today, and the flery 
river formed at the foot of Mount 
Castellazzo moved slowly toward Bor- 
rello and Belpasso, consuming every- 
thing in its path. 

The lavatic stream, winding in and 
out over the uneven surface at the 
mountain base, has covered probably 25 
miles, though its head is not more 
than 10 miles from the source in an 
air line. ‘Throughout the night the 
summit of Mount Aetna appeared to be 
ablaze, but today a cloud of black 
smoke enveloped the peak. Prolonged 
rumblings from the central crater and 
frequent explosions from the side fis- 
sures served as effectually as the flood

SPRINGER RETURNS. 


FROM EUROPE 


Many Heavy Purchases 
_ Made. 


Visits His Old Home After Ab- 
sence of 21 Years and Is Ac- 
corded. Public Reception by 
Friends of His Boyhood Days. 


There are very few people in At- 
lanta who do not know lL. Springer, the 
povular Whitehall street dealer in mifl- 
linery and women’s ready-to-wear, who 
has just returned from an extended 
trip through Kurope. While away he 
toured France, Germany, England, Po- 
lend, Holland, Austria and several 
other countries. Mr. Springer’s trip 
was a combination of pleasure and 
business, he having bought heavily in 
foreign markets. When through the 
business part of hls trip he decided to 
see Europe for pleasure, and from his 
experiences, told to a number of his in- 
tin:ate friends, he saw European life in 
all its different phases. 

While away, Mr. Springer visited his

A panic has seized them, and though 
they clung to their little homes until 
the flood was almost upon them, they 
have now abandoned all but their port- 
able property, and, driving before them 
their donkeys and pigs, the former 
loaded with household goods, they are 
wandering about with the single aim 
of preserving what little has been left 
to them. 
On the hilltops little groups of men, 
women and children could be seen 
looking back sadly to the sites of their 
former homes, now covered with lava 
to a height of perhaps 15 feet. Others 
whose homes had not been overtaken 
clasped their crucifixes, images of the 
Madonna and the saints with charac- 
teristic cries and with prayers im- 
plored that their little huts be spared. 
Meantime, the molten mass crawled ir- 
resistibly forward, as though  de- 
termined that nothing should escape it. 
At times a storm of cinders obscured 
the volcano, and then suddenly a shift 
of the wind forced back the cloud, and 
the sun, bursting through, smiled down 
upon the most fertile country in the 
world. 
The summit of Mount Aetna appears 
to be still covered with snow. 

Neady for Miracles. 
The people of the district have been 
wrought up to a high pitch of excite- 
ment, and are ready for . miracles, 
though at the same time declaring that 
the evil eye is upon them. At a little 
roadside altar erected to St. Joseph, at 
a point above Nicolosi, the women, 
priests and children had gathered to 
implore mercy. While they knelt they 
saw in the distance the destructive 
flood advancing. As the lava drew 
nearer, the agitation among the group 
increased until one exclaimed: 
“A miracle has occurred! The 
will not touch the sanctuary!” 
The cry was taken up by the others, 
and then the chanting of melancholy 
Sicilian hymns was renewed. Nearer 
came the lava, but when its heat had 
nearly suffocated the praying ones, the 
stream was diverted. With cries of joy 
at what appeared to be a miraculous 
manifestation, the supplicants sprang 
to their feet. A moment later the 
course of the flood again changed and, 
sweeping down upon the worshipers, 
permitted them barely time to flee for 
their lives, while the lava engulfed 
and burned the sanctuary. 

Worst Is Over. 
The eruption decreased noticeably 
as the day progressed and this evening 
the worst appears to have been pass- 
ed. Toward night the mumblings in 
the volcano ceased and whe side cra- 
ters emitted sand. This is consider- 
ed an indication that the disturbance 
will not continue much longer. The 
stream of lava moving in the direction 
of Borello has diminished in volume 
and velocity, while the flow that has 
threatened Nocolosi has almost ceased. 
The weather in the district is cloudy, 
and at Nicolosi it is snowing tonight. 
Scientist Talks of Eruption. 

Nicolosi, March 26.—Paole Vinassa 
de Regny, professor of geology at the 
University of Catania, who, together 
with Professor Ricco, director of the 
observatory on Mount Etna, had a nar- 
row escape yesterday from death in 
a storm of cinders, said today: 

“I believe that the present eruption 
has few precedents. That of 1892 pro- 
duced in five months 40,000,000 square 
yards of volcanic matter, but in the 
last three days the flow has exceeded 
10,000,000 square yards. I do not ex- 
pect that the velocity of i lavatic 
stream will diminish soon, as it is not 
coming down in a single mass, but in 
several rivers. The present disturb- 
ance evidently is connected with the 
ferment of the earth which began 
with the earthquake of 1908."

Savannah and Atlanta Mail to 
Be No Longer Affected by 
Southern Delays.

For many years mail matter for At- 
lanta and points north and west that 
accumulates at the Savannah postoffice 
in the day time and up to 6 o'clock In 
the. afternoon is forwarded at 6:30 via 
the Coast Line to Jesup, at which point 
it is expected to make connection with 
the northbound Southern for Atlanta, 
which should put this = in Atlanta 
at 5:30 o'clock the next orning. 

The object in routing the day mail 
this way is to get it into Atlanta 
earlier than it would come if held over 
for the night Central] train from Savan- 
nah, which reaches Atlanta at 6:23 
o'clock in the morning. 

But the experience with the Jesup 
connection with the,Southern has been 
such that instead its proving the 
most..expeditious rofite for this mail 
dispatch, letters. so forwarded, instead 
of reaching Atlanta in time for the 
morning delivery, frequently dia not 
reach thig city until in time for the 
afternoon deliveries.

Washington, March 26.—In the pres- 
ence of President Taft and a vast audi- 
ence representative of society and sci- 
ence in Washington which taxed the 
capacity of Convention Hall, Lieuten- 
ant Sir Ernest Shackelton tonight gave 
a graphic description of the viccissi- 
tudes and hardships encountered dur- 
ing his dash for the South Pole. The 
lecture was under the auspices of the 
National (7¢ographic Society. 

The appearance of the president was 
the signal for prolonged applause. the 
whole assemblage standing, on his be- 
ing recognized. 

Lieutenant Shackelton paid high 
tribute to the men who accompanied 
him on the dash. He said if he had 
had 560 pounds more solid food he 
would have reached the pole. 

The first mention of either of the 
recent Arctic explorers was made by 
the president in a speech presenting 
the Hubbard medal on behalf of the 
National Geographic Society. 

Standing face-to-face with Lieuten- 
ant Shackelton, on the high platform 
the president said the medal was the 
evidence of the society's high appre- 
clation of the marvélous:- work you 
have done in the cause of science, the 
endurance, courage and intelligence 
shown in the pursuit of a definite ob-

SHE CUT THE THROAT 
OF THE DYING MAR 


New Haven, Conn., March 26—Sophie 
Kritchman, the young Lithuanian 
music teacher of Union City, clever 
and educated, was convicted of man- 
slaughter in the superior court here 
tonight in connection with the murder 
of Bronislow Kulvinskas, a young 
man who had courted her. 

At the same time the jury returned 
a verdict of murder in the second de- 
gree against Joseph Mitchell, also an 
admirer of the girl, who was jointly 
tried with her for the murder. 

Sentence will be imposed on Mon- 
day. The verdict against the girl 


: 


carries with it a possible sentence to 
prison for fifteen years and for 
Mitchell it means imprisonment for 
life. 

Mitchell received the verdict -with- 
out moving a muscle, but Sophie, who 
had faced the jury with a smile, stood 
motionless for a moment, then her 
face grew pale, and with sobs shaking 
her slight frame, fell into the arms 
of her senior counsel, Mr. Kennedy, 
who assisted her to a chair. 

The crime charged to the man and 
woman was committed at Union City 
September 17 and 18, 1909. Late on 
the latter day Bronisiow Kulvinskas, 
of Union City, was found in @ wooded 
section of that place in a dying con- 
dition, his body riddled with bullets 
and his throat cut. Before death he 
accused Sophte Kritchman and Joseph 
Mitchell of having lured him to the 
spot on Friday afternoon, the i17th, 
and there shot him, leaving him to dfe, 
and that also .on the following. day, 
finding him still alive, Sophie had 
cut his throat.

COLLEGE GIRL 


Ruth Wheeler Lured fon Her 
Widowed Mother by Degen- 
erate and Done to Death, 


GIRL'S CORPSE WAS OILED 
AND THE MATCH APPLIED 


Standing in Chimney, Mutilated 
Body Burned Like Tinder. 
German, Who Is Said to Be 
a Degenerate, Is Under Ar- 
rest for the Foul Crime. 


New York, March 26.—The body of 
Ruth Wheeler, the little girl graduate 
who was lured from her widowed 
mother on Thursday last by a decoy 
offer of employment, was found late 
this afternoon, huddled in a gunny 
sack on a fire escape outside the 
apartment of Albert Wolter, the man 
charged with her abduction. 

She had been strangled with a short 
end of three-eighths rope, hacked with 
a knife, burned beyond recognition and 
thrust carelessly out of doors like so 
much rubbish. 

Identification was only possible by 
shreds of clothing and fragments of 
jewelry, but there was abundant evi- 
dence of how the murder had been 
done. Around the neck were the 
charred fibers of manila burnt Into the 
flesh.- The apartment reeked with the 
odor of Kerosene. There were oil stains 
in front of the newly painted fireboard 
that hid an open grate. 

She Burned Like a Torch. 


Fully dressed, the girl's clothing and 
hair had been saturated with kKero- 
sene, the fireboard had been removed 
and the body thrust up the chimney, 
standing. When the match was touch- 
ed to her, she burned like a torch. 

Probably the murderer had hoped 
for an opportunity to remove the body 
under cover of night, but when the 
girl's disappearance raised such an 
|} uproar and he began to suspect he was 
shadowed, he had packed and fled in 
terror. 

This afternoon a neighbor living on 
the same floor of an adjoining house 
had noticed the lumpy bundle outside 
his window and thinking it refuse, had 
poked it off the fire escane into the 
back vard with a broom handle. The 
bundle moved obstinately and 
fell with a crash. His curiosity, 
more than his suspicions, aroused, the 
neighbors hurried downstairs for the 
janitor to investigate. When the two 
men cut the strings that bound the 
sacking, there rolled out before them 
the full horror of an atrocious murder. 
Both fled for the police. 

Victim Only 15 Years Old. 

Ruth Wheeler was 15 years old, the 
youngest of three aisters, bred by their 
mother, a dressmaker, to self-support. 
Both the elder sfsters were stenog- 
raphers and Ruth had just gradu- 
ated from a business college, eager 
for employment and proud of her di- 
ploma. An employment agency for 
graduates'is conducted by the college, 
and Ruth called there often to look for

With Wolter gone, the detectives 
waited for his wife, and when she ap- 
peared they trailed her to a oorner, 
where she met a man answering Wol- 
ter’s description. He was immediately 
arrested, taken back to the rooms he 
had vacated and searched. At first he 
denied writing postcards to business 
schools, but when the detectives turned 
up answers from business schools ad- 
dressed to him at various house num- 
bers he admitted the correspondence, 
but could not explain it, 

Woman Not His Wife, 

Before a magistrate he haq nothing 
to say, but to others he admitted that 
the woman with whom he was living 
was not his wife.

Charged Road Has No Legal

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MARYLAND DECLARES ‘WAR

Washington, March 26.—(Special.)— 
Maryland’s determination to contest 
the validity of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amé¢ndments to the federal 
constitution as giving the negro the 
right-to vote in state elections created 
@ profound sensation among southern 
democrats in congress today. 

Many of them heartily indorse the 
step. Others are more guarded in 
their utterances, but are studying the 
Suggestion closely. 

While they refuse to be quoted, some 
of the more rabid republicans believe 
the situation promises a campaign is- 
sue on which they can successfully 
rally their badly demoralized forces. 

Owen Favors Test. 

Senator Owen, of Oklahoma, said 
today when approached that he be- 
lieved this an excellent opportunity to 
test the validity of the two amend- 
ments. He said: 

“Il think the' attitude of the 
land body a suitable test of the two 
constitutional amendments. It is a 
question whether or not the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments ever be- 
came a part of the organic law within 
the methods provided by the constitu- 
tion itself. Their validigyv is doubtful 
on that score, as we a know. 

“As for myself, I approve of giving 
the franehise to every man who is in- 
telligent enough to exercise it. IT am 
opposed toe. the grossly jgnorant man 
canceling the vote of a man above the 
average intelligence. The ruling 
power ought to be in the great body of 
the people, excluding only the grossly 
ignorant and the culpable and defict- 
ent.’

gate and report to council upon the 
suggestion of Recorder Nash R. 
Broyles, that there should be made @ 
more thorough and complete study and 
classification of the cases which are 
brcught before recorder'’s court: 

E. E. Pomeroy, chairman of the 
police committee of council: Carlos Ma- 
chairman of the police commis- 
sion; F. O. Foster, chairman of com- 
mittee on charities of city council; 
Joseph C. Logan, secretary of the As- 
scciated Charities, ang Dr. C. J. 
Vaughan, chairman of the prison com- 
mission. 

It is proposed that this study shall 
be made specially in reference to the 
recurrent misdemeanant, and to assist 
the court in distributing justice in a 
broader measure than it has hitherto 
been enabled to do. 

Information Is Limited. 

In the letter which Judge Broyles 
wrote to the mayor he called atten- 
tion to the fact that at present in the 
pulice records of the city there ig but 
a limited amount of information con- 
cerning those who appear before the 
court, and Judge Broyles suggested 
that a more comprehensive investiga- 
tion be made itn each case in order to 
determine whether or not the offender 
is a habitual offender or a first of- 
fender; to discover to what extent the 
offender is influenced by character and 
by circumstances; to determine the 
relation of the offender to his family 
group; and to gain information of 
similar nature to be placed on the court 
records for future reference. 

There are many broad-minded, far- 
seeing persons who indorse this move- 
ment, recognizing that the value of 
a competent analysis of misdemeanor 
cases coming before police court lies 
in the fact that such study enables 
one to learn, in the first place, what 
is being done by the court, and, in 
the second place, what the results are 
of its methods of dealing with the 
various classes of misdemeanants. 

Wilt Make Justice More Certain. 

Such information will ineWtably lead 
to a larger and more satisfactory dis- 
pencation of justice. It will enable 
the court to separate the confirmed 
criminal from the weak offender, who 
appears before the court for the first 
or second time, only allowing a pre- 
ventive sentence as well as a correc- 
tive one. It will also provide for those 
whe are congenially. defective, particu- 
larly in cases of drunkenness, and will 
give accurate and reliable information 
upon which basis the court might have 
power to order permanent seclusion of 
the offender for the good of society. 

John Koren, expert special agent 
of the United States government, says 
that “there is not a single state with 
adequate court records. They tell about 
the offence, and how it is dealt with, 
but wholly neglect to record the prin- 
cipal facts about the defendant as a 
human being.” 

Will Prove of Great Value. 

The recognition of the value of such 
enlarged record marks the progressive 
spirit with which Atlanta falis in line 
with any big movement for the bet- 
terment of civic conditions, and those

The Methodist ministers of this city 
in their mcrning sermons today will 
launch a crusade in the tnterests of 
the One HEundred Thousand Club, an 
organization formed for the purpose of 
raising money for Methodist institu- 
tions in the south.

It will face on Piedmont avenue. It 
is to be used as a boat house, and 
wilj contain all the modern and con- 
venient features of a small club house. 

The designs are to be gubmitted to 
the park commission at 5 o'clock on 
the afternoon of the 6th of April. 

It ig believed that jf the architects 
take up with interest the designing of 
the building it will aid in the correc- 
tion of many architectural defects at 
present to be found in the city parks 
and that the new building will be an 
object lesson in the matter of park 
architecture.

NO TARIFF 
WITH CANADA 


It Is Said an Agreement 
* Has Been Reached. 


Details Withheld, but It Is Be- 
lieved Canada Has Granted 
Material Concessions~--Agree- 
ment Reached at Conference 
Held in Washington. 


Washington, March 26.—General sat- 
isfaction is expected here at the an- 
nouncement made today that an agree- 
ment practically has been reached be- 
tween the officials representing the 
Canadian government and the pres!- 
dent and Secretary of State Knox re- 
specting the adjustment of the tariffs 
of Canada and the United States. 

No one in authority here is willing 
to discuss the details, but there is 
good ground for the belief that mate- 
rial concessions have been granted by 
Canada, and that the United States 
will receive in return for its minimum 
the intermediate rates given by Can- 
ada to France and twelve other coun- 
tries on a considerable number of art!- 
cles in which exporters from the 
United States are specially interested. 

This understanding is said to have 
been reached after a prolonged con- 
ference today, participated in by I’res- 
ident Taft, W. S. Fielding, the Cana- 
dian minister of finance; George P. 
Graham, the Canadian minister of rail- 
ways; Secretary Knox and Charles N. 
Pepper, of the bureau of trade rela- 
tions of the state department. 

The tariff experts who have so suc- 
cessfully concluded this large work 
take particular pride in the fact that 
for the first time the United States 
now enjoys the minimum tariff rates 
of all important nations. Heretofore 
American goods have generally paid 
the maximum rates and have had to 
force their way Into foreign markets 
solely on the basis of their superior 
merits or because they could nog be 
produced outside of America. 

The possibility of a temporary 
breach in tariff relations with Canada 
owing to the expiration next Thurs- 
day of the period allowed by the 
Payne-Aldrich act for the making of 
such arrangements was at one time re- 
garded as very close. But it is now 
said that it will not be necessary to 
consume time in the Canadian parlia- 
ment in giving the arrangement vital- 
ity by iegislative enactment for the 
reason that it can be put into opera- 
tion at once by an order in council, 
which is likely to be the course fol- 
lowed. It is understood that the ar- 
rangement was concluded upon the 
basis of future negotiations between 
the United States and Canada for a 
general trade treaty between the two 
countries.

FEDERAL CONTROL 
OF FUTURE DEALS 


New York, March 26.—Federal 
pervision of speculative exchanges was 
recommended tonight by , J. 
Thompson, president of the New Or- 
leans cotton exchange, in an address 
before the Republican Club of the city 
of New York. 

Mr. Thompson's subject was, “How 
Can the Economic Features of the 
Speculative Exchanges Be Preserved 
and the Ethical Evils Eliminated?’ 

Some Remedies. 
In suggesting hia remedies, he said: 


“There is no wrong in future trad- 
ing per se, nor is there any evil in a 
fairly and equitably administered sys- 
tem of future trading wherein the 
speculative feature is adjunctive to 
the trading in the actual commodity, 
and wherein the value of the specula- 
tive medium is regulated by the value 
of the actual commodity for which 
such medium stands. On the contrary, 
future trading Is as ethical as present 
trading and a properly regulated system 
of forward commitments is an indis- 
pensable factor in modern trade. Reme- 
dial efforts, therefore, should not 
have for their object the abolition of 
the future trading system, but should 
be directed toward the codes and rules 
of the exchanges wherein the system 
is operated. 

“The first step in the remedial en- 
deavor is to bring the exchanges to a 
just appreciation of their responsi- 
bility and obligation to the public, and 
the second step is to compel a fair re- 
sponse to this responsibility and this 
obligation. I know of no effectual meth- 
od by which these results may be ac- 
complished except by the action of 
the people themselves, enforced 
through their strong government arm. 

-Book Rules Opposed. 

“It is not feasible or wise for con- 
gress to undertake to make a book of 
rules for the government of the ex- 
changes, but it is feasible and it is 
wise and necessary that the observ- 
ance of a few plain principles of right 
and wrong shall be commanded by 
national legislation, and that a spe- 
cial executive agency shall be charged 
with the duty of seeing that these 
mandates are obeyed. 

“Il take this stand with some trepi- 
dation, but with no misgivings. The 
active interference by the government 
with the operations of powerful or- 
ganized interests which have hitherto 
enjoyed tmmunity from compulsion, 
involves consequences worth serious 
consideration, but the far-reaching na- 
ture of the wrongs and the increasing 
discontent and restiveness of the mil- 
lions who are touched thereby, make 
wise remedial action imperative.” 

Scott Attacks Exchanges. 

Congressman Charles F. Scott, of 
Kansas, addressing the Republican 
Club on the advantages and evils of 
the speculative exchanges, made the 
Startling statement that the estimated 
cost to the public of these exchanges 
is $180,000,000 a year. 

“A very large proportion of this an- 
nual toll of $180,000,000," he said, 
“must be charged up to the purely 
speculative end of the business of the 
exchanges. That is a good deal of 
‘money. What does the public get for 
it? Does it get as much as it would 
if this were invested every year in 
railroads, or mines, or factories, 
farms’ Does it develop any of the 
nation’s resources? Does it employ 
any of the nation’s labor? Does it add 
anything to the nation’s food supply? 
Does it contribute anything to the sum 
total of the nation’s prosperity or 
happiness? I am not charging that it 
does pot do any of these things; I am 
simply asking if it does?’ 

Methods of Busintss. 

As to the methods of business 
the exchanges, Mr. Scott said: 

“[ have heard, that men sell to them- 
selves on exchanges and buy from 
themselves in order fo create an im- 
pression of great activity On the part 
of some security in the hope of de- 
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ceiving some one into paying a price 
which is above the value of the thing 
sold. Do you suppose that is true? 
Il have heard that men sometimes use 
the system in vogue on your ex- 
changes to buy all of a given commod- 
ity that is offered and then deliberate- 
ly sold it off the market, even though 
ic may be a necessity of life, in order 
to force men to pay a higher price for 
it than it is worth.” 

In closing his remarks, Mr. 
said that «if the supply of lambs 
should cease, the bulls and bears 
would have to go out of business,” 
and he declared that “the ethical evils 
of the 
eliminated or the speculative 
changes will go.”

If the house votes to dis- 
charge the committee the bill or reso- 
lution in question then. goes on the 
regular calendar the same as iff it 
had been reported in regular manner 
from the rules committee.

REAL ESTATE TALK 
BY ADAIR. 


Nothing succeeds like real estate. 
Many péople in your own circle of ac- 
quaintances are now in good circum- 
stances as a result of investments 
made in real estate years ago. The 
most frequent source of wealth in the 
United States today is the rise in value 
of land. Old flelds around the edges 
of a city are now building lots, mak- 
ing the owners independent and es- 
tablishing the basis of a fortune. Why 
will people neglect so simple a pre- 
caution as to lay in a few cheap tracts 
around the edges—salted away for fu- 
ture use?

Where is the best place to buy? That 
question is not so hard to answer. In 
a level prairie town, where one side 
of the city is as good as another and 
one neighborhood on a par with all 
others, the growth would doubtless be 
uniform, from the center out to the 
circumference? Not so in Atlanta. 
You cannot say that it will just keep 
on growing out into the world on all 
sides. There are for nearly three- 
fourths the circumference of Atlanta 
certain natural or artificiel barriers to 
growth which will effectually limit 
development. All out to the rorth- 
west, for instance, the land is too 
rough ever to be of service for resi- 
dential purposes. 


The land lying east from Atlanta and 
in the direction of Decatur, offers an 
inviting field for residential growth. 
There is absolutely not a natural ob- 


“Tjection to this land or anything that 


would prohibit its development. There 
let the trader look for his opportunity, 
and there should the investor lay out 
some idie money in a tract to salt 
away. All the way between Atlanta 
and Decatur will be a-continuous vision 
of progress from now on. A few years 
from now, in explaining how he made 
money and is able to live in a nice 
home and have an automobile, a man 
can say: “Jt is very simple. I saw 
what was going on and invested in 
land between Atlanta and Decatur.” 


All out through Copenhill, Inman 
Park, Edgewood, Druid Hills, Kirk- 
wood, East Lake and Decatur signs of 
progress can be observed. This is, no 
doubt, the most rapidly growing resi- 
dential territory in the southern 
states. Traffic from all this territory 
to the center of the city flows in on 
practically one business street.

There is not another importan;: busi- 
ness street in Atlanta where lots can 
be bought at $1,200, $1.500 and $2,100. 
These low pricésS enable the small in- 
vestor to get a business lot and soak 
it away. It may have to be carried in 
unprofitableness a while: then a small 
store or shop can be erected and a 
small rent obtained. After a few 
vears a buyer will be awful proud of 
one of these little business lots, and 
will feel like patting himself on the 
back and admiring his own good judg- 
ment in seeing ahead. 


When real estate begins to soar 
around $400 to $600 a front foot, the 
small trader is shut out entirely. No 
matter how much he may admire the 
land, or how completely he agrees with 
you as to its value, he cannot buy it. 
But at $60 or $80 or $100 a foot, suchas 
several nice little business lots on 
Edgewood ave. are offered at, the 
small trader can come in. We have 
just about a half dozen small lots out 
between Boulevard and Cornelia st., 
that we would like to close out.

Some traders go in for quick profits 
and some for high profits: but he who 
buys and soaks away always wins.

Let the trader remember 
that with his clear head and good 
judgment i¢ is all right to trade: but 
it would be a_ risky thing for his 
widow, who should rather have a 
check each month from improved 
property.

So, while buying and selling every 
once in a while, put aside a little 
business lot or building, and mark it 
off the list. It is for future income. It 
is bought now because it is cheap! it 
is to be improved when the time comes. 
and it is to be kept for income pur- 
poses. Years ago someone bought 
small lots out on Marietta and Deca- 
tur and Peters sts., and improved them 
and kept them. Now they bring in 
rent every day in the year, and are 
worth $300 a front foot, or more. 
There is an example worth following. 
The time will come when the person 
who owns three or four little brick 
stores such as we have described can 
be independent, and have a good time 
on the income from them.

Coleman Stole Money 
From Bank at Cambridge

Statements Are Denied. 

The second letter is signed by both 
Pastor Mansell and his wife. After 
salutations it says: 

“We hardly see how it is possible to 
deal with a man who, whenit is 
proved that the main issue of his first 
attacks were untrue, namely, ‘That 
more women missionaries are degraded 
than Chinese are converted,’ so com- 
pletely shifts about and makes other 
things the main issue.

These answers are definite and une- 
quivocal, and, without exception. in 
the negative. They come from men of 
highest standing, who should know, if 
anybody on earth does, of such a scan- 
dal as has been given currency through 
the publications issued by Thomas BE. 
Watson, of Thomson, Ga., and through 
the newspapers who quote him. These 
letters are On file with Dr. Broughton, 
and you are at liberty to print them in 
full, as an appendix. 

The eighteenth letter is from _ the 
Far Eastern bureau of the state depart- 
ment of the United States of America. 
The writer, Hon. E. T. Williams, was 
for many years secretary of our Ameri- 
can legation in Pekin, and was pro- 
moted to his present responsible post 
at Washington because of his intimate 
and accurate and long-continued 
knowledge of Chinese affairs.

the Alabama street viaduct. On the 
west side there are hundreds of prop- 
erty owners who have been paying 
taxes for many years ang who can 
only reach the -center of the city by 
going a half mile out of the way, eith- 
er towards Marietta or Mitchell street. 
It Ig a Great Necessity. 

The building of such a viaduct is 
conceded to be a great necessity and 
it is believed that the increase in real 
estate values on the west side, and 
therefore more taxes for the city, will 
in a few years pay for the total cost 
of the structure. 

Business men, the street car com- 
pary, railroad mail carriers, and in 
fact, every kind of trade and all pub- 
lic institutions need such a viaduct. 

Now that the bonds have carried and 
the city’s finances will be greatly re- 
lieved, it is believed that when the 
June apportionment sheet is made up 
there will be found enough money to 
at least pay what will be needed this 
vear to start the work of building the 
viaduct. ia

ANALYZES 


CLAIMS OF PEARY AND COOK 


Prefers to Believe Both, but 
Thinks if One Is Faker, 
Other Is, Too. 


Following the comment which was 
aroused by his refusal to 
Commander Peary when he delivered 
his lecture on polar exploration at the 
Auditorium several nights ago, Gov- 
ernor Joseph M. Brown yesterday issued 
a statement in which he goes into de- 
tall in explaining the process of rea- 
soning whereby he arrives at the con- 
clusion that if Dr. Cook is a faker and 
a fraud, Commander Peary must neces- 
sarily be similarly branded. 

“The stories told by Cook and Peary 
are identical,” says the governor, “and 
if one is false, the other must also be 
false.” 

The governor confesses to a tendency 
to accept Cook as the logical discov- 
erer of the North Pole because he told 
the story of discovery first. 

Hie says: 

Notable, if True. 

“Geographically speaking, the most 
notable event of the present century 
was the discovery of the North Pole— 
if it be true that it has been discov- 
ered. Two Americans lay claim to this 
discovery, viz: Dr. Frederick Cook 
and Commander R. E. Peary. 

“How shall’ we judge of their rival 
claims? Not by their astronomical ob- 
servations (or, if you prefer, alleged 
observations), for the skill which can 
foretell to the second the time and to 
almost a square rod the place of future 
eclipse og the sum, could have ‘faked’ 
the astronomical observations of lati- 
tude and longitude reported by each 
@iaimant. And We cannot judge by the 
testimony of witnesses, for Cook went 
alone; and, as he neared the Pole, 
Peary sent back every English-speak- 
ing man save his negro. Hence we 
have only his word for his case. 

“Therefore, we are brought to the 
narrative of this journey as written by 
each. I am led to this test by the fact 
that my own reading of records of ex- 
plorations for years has taught me 
that this is the true test. 


“I have in my library more than! 


one hundred volumes of the records of 
the Roual Geographical Society of 
London, dating from 1832 to 1900 in- 
clusive. For hundreds of hours after 
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GOVERNOR JOSEPH M. BROWN, 
Who Makes Analysis of Claims of 
North Pole Hunters. 


Supper during the last ten years I 
have pored over these records of the 
world’s explorers in South America, 
Africa, Asia, the islands of the Pacific 
ocean, the Arctic regions, etc. 

Student of Geography. 

“T have read, as if it were yesterday, 
the first sailing of Sir John Franklin 
for the regions adjoining. the North 
Pole. I saw in these records hig last 
departure, with the expectation of his 
compeers that he would penetra the 
Northwest Passage. Then, asthe yelps 
passed, I followed the expeditions in 
search of him and his crews, ending 
with McClintock’s discovery of his 
fate. 

“Then came Dr. Nansen's observation 
that a current from the Pacific flowed 
northward through Behring strait into 
the Arctic ocean, and that a current 
flowed southward into the North At- 
lantic ocean around the northern end of 
Greenland, and his theory that these 
were the same currents, and his prop- 
osition to fit up a ship, go northward 
through Behring strait to get into the 
ice pack and drift with it to the open 
sea at the upper end of Greenland. 
This he did, and within about three 
years came out as he predicted. But 
the current of ice went to the left of 
the North Pole, as we would view it, 
and he lacked 150 miles or more of 
reaching the Pole. 

Cook and Peary. 

“Now as to Cook and Peary. Dr. 
Cook came upon the scene some months 
ago with the statement that he had 
been to the North Pole. He described 
in detail the incidents of his expedi- 
tion, the voyage to the regions of ice, 
his journey over the land, his entry 
upon the sea of icé, the fantastic 
shapes the snow assumed, the rifts 
which forced him to make lengthy 
detours to go around them, the novel 
hues of the ice, in some places daz- 
élingly yvellow, in others blue, these 
being before unheard-of characteyistics 
of Arctic scenery, and finally His ar- 
rival at the region of the Pole, where 
he found that, instead of land, there 
was a frozen ocean. And there, on the 
top of the world he saw the sun go 
around in an elliptic orbit instead of 
setting. 

‘“Pearv *co? .es out of the Arctic 


regions only a few days later and 
wires to us that Cook is a Har, and 
that he has handed the public a gold 
brick. 

“True, he had not read Cook’s nar- 
rative, he had not had Cook under 
daily surveillance; but it was neces- 
sary to his own claim to the discovery 
of the North Pole that Cook should be 
a ilar, and so a liar Cook was, accord- 
ing to Peary. 

“Mr. Peary comes home as fast as 
the Roosevelt can steam, and then, aft- 
er a few more choice remarks to the 
effect that Cook is a liar and a faker, 
and has handed us a gold brick, he 
gives us an epitome of his own trip to 
the North Pole, and lo! i¢ is simply a 
replica of Cook’s story—the same 
snow, the same rifts in the ice, the 
same colored ice, the same frozen 
Ocean, the same elliptic course for the 
sun. At least this is how the press 
quoted Mr. Peary. 

“But there were some details of his 
journey wherein Mr. Peary sang a 
louder note than we had heard from 
Cook, 

Seme Discrepancies. 

“For instance, Cook had asserted 
that on one day he, with his Esqui- 
maux and dogs, had traveled 26 miles 
over the frozen ocean. Peary ridiculed 
this as being impossible, and then to 
prove that Cook could not have done 
so asserted that on more than one 
day he had traveled upward of 40 miles 
per day over the frozen ocean. 

“He declared that he had sounded 
the ocean at the Pole to a depth of 
9,000 feet. Of course, there was a con- 
venient hole in the thick ice for his 
sounding line to slide through to reach 
the water, and then, possibly, the 
water must have helped him and his 
negro and Esquimaux to sustain the 
weights of nearly two miles of sound- 
ing line with the sinker as they let it 
down—this same line which his dogs 
had made such speed in dragging over 
the ice with all of his other materials 
and food. 

“Now, I pause to ask these ques- 
tions: If Cook did not go to the North 
Pole, or to the same region Peary pen- 
etrated and which his narrative de- 
scribes almost exactly as Peary’s later 
published narrative does, what became 
of him after he parted from his com- 
rades, and, with his Esquimaux, went 
northward? Did he go a few miles and 
build a snow house and stay there for 
months? If so, it is strange that his 
presence was not a matter of note. And 
what object could he have had in stay- 
ing there? To keep going northward, 
supplied as he was with provisions, 
warm clothing, dogs, sleds and help- 
ers, etc., Was such a procedure as 
would seem natural. Hiding in a snow 
house for months was an improbable 
occurrence, And how, separated by long 
distances, could he read Peary’s mind 
and anticipate him by writing Peary’s 
story before Peary himself wrote it? 

“And, what bearing has the? story 
about the ascent of Mount McKinley 
on this story about the journey to the 
North Pole? Of course, Mr. Peary and 
his partisans will say that if the first 
be proven to be false, we are justified 
in holding the second to be false. But 
this is treading upon dangerous 
ground, for the two witnesses who 
charge that the Mount McKinley story 
was false volunteered the statement 
that their first story about their par- 
ticipation in the ascent was false. 
Therefore, they have at the very outset 
destroyed the value of their own testi- 
mony. 

Hurts Himself in Destroying Cook. 

“But the real peril to Peary is that, 
in order to destroy the value of Cook's 


story of the journey to the Pole, he 
must destroy the value of his own like 
story. 

“With the same sword with which ° he 
strikes down Cook he must coordinate- 
ly commit heri-kari, for, the two 
stories being the same, the killing of 
one destroys the other. In other 
words, the two stories, like the Siam- 
ese twilis, must live together or die 
together. Peary can as reasonably as- 
scrt that of. the above famous twins 
Chang was a Chinaman and Eng was 
an "Englishman as he can assert that 
Cook's story is false and his. own ig 


> a 


true. As the case stands, he, in effect, 
asks us to believe that 2 and 3 when 
added by Cook made 0, but when 
added by him make 5. 

‘Therefore, even if Cook were to 
admit that his story of his journey to 
the Pole was false, we could not ac- 
cept it as being false unless Peary 
should admit that his like story was 
false, or unless by other testimony 
Cook’s story be proven false, in which 
events. as [I have contended, Peary’s 
story instantly falls with Cook's. If 
Cook’s story is a gold brick, Peary’s is 
a paste diamond. Observe, I say ‘if.’ 

Verdict of “Not Proven.” 

‘But Cook submitted his data to 
the Copenhagen professors and they 
declared tuat the proofs were insuffi- 
cient to sustain his claim. They did 
not assert that Cook's story was un- 
true, but merely rendered a verdict 
of ‘not proven.’ As they had not been 
into the region, their verdict can be 
accepted as volcing their knowledge 
of the matter. 

“Yet, when Commander Peary heard 
of the Copenhagen decision he ‘smiled,’ 
and presto! his identical story is 
proven true and he is acclaimed as the 
discoverer and poor Cook is branded 
as a faker. Medals are voted to Peary. 
resolutions of congratulation for him 
ure passed; he is elected member of 
societies, while Cook's name is erased 
from the rolls of membership. And to 
cap the climax, an attempt is made in 
the congress of the United States to 
make Mr. Peary a rear admiral of the 
navy in recognition of his discovery of 
the North Pole! A more grotesque 
official monstrosity has never in the 
history of this government been at- 
tempted. 

“Representative Macon deserves the 
thanks of the American people for his 
expose of Peary’s improbable, if not, 
in fact, impossible story of his jour- 
ney to and from the Pole after he 
parted from his civilized comrades. 
Till I read Mr. Macon’s remarks I had 
believed that both Cook and Peary had 
reached the Pole, Dut I confess that 
Mr. Macon. has shaken my faith in 
Peary, especially when I consider the 
fact that he could read the synopsis of 
Cook’s story and shape his own ac- 
cordingly. 

Prefers te Believe Both. 


“Yet I prefer even now to believe 
that each of these explorers made the 
.trip he declares he did. But, coupled 
with this preference for belief is the 
conviction that Cook, besides being 
the real discoverer, has proven himself 
a gentleman of generous character- 
istics, while Peary has proven that he 
is lacking in some of the qualities 
which appeal to our higher nature. 

“Cook’s flight indicates an acutely 
sensitive nature, one which shrinks 
from caustic criticism, whether it be 
just or unjust, instead of gamely fac- 
ing and conquering it. Peary, on the 
contrary, displays a repulative 
coarseness. Frenzied by the tidings 
that his rival had reached before he 
did the coveted goal of his life’s ambi- 
tion. he flings at him the epithets, 
‘liar,’ ‘faker,’ ‘gold brick,’ etc., and then, 
with amazing obtuseness, asks us to 
believe Cook’s story false and his 
identical story true. 

‘The world loves a good loser, it 
contemns an ungenerous winner. But 
give it time and it discerns between a 
winner and a pseudo winner. 

“Barnum used to say that the Amer- 
ican people liked to be humbugged. 
But if this is the case in which I am 
to be humbugged I prefer to be taken 
in by the original humbug instead of 
by the counterfeit humbug. They are 
the same in appearance, but Cook’s is 
the original. 

“T have limited my remarks, as will 
be noted, to the narrative of the two 
rivals and to. the logical inference 
therefrom. As to the achievement in 
question by each, and for his will 
power, pertinacity, endurance, etc., I 
have the highest admiration. 

Only Interest Is tn the Truth. 

“Tl have no interest in this contro- 
versy save the right to have the truth 
—the common right of mankind; hence 
I say these words in the interest of 
the truth. I say them with that pride 
in the American government which 


protests against putting its seal upon 


a transparent fraud, a fraud in that, 
while denouncing Cook's first told 
Story as a fake, it asks us to stamp 
Peary's afterwards-told identical story 
as the truth, a fraud which brands 
Cook and lauds, and proposes to re- 
ward Peary for the performance of the 
same act. 

“I cannot admit that there is any 
impropriety in advancing these expres- 
sions of my judgment at this time, for 
Mr. Peary did not come to Atlanta and 
elsewhere in Georgia as an _ invited 
guest, or as a mere visitor. He came 
just as an actor or opera singer would 
come—to make a display of his talent 
and to charge for the same. Hence, 
there is not even constructively any 
lack of good taste or anything out 
of our rights in criticising his story 
and the man. 

“Finally, since his arrival in Atlanta 
Mr. Peary, when asked, ‘Will you sub- 
mit your proofs to the University of 
Copenhagen” answered by asking the 
question, ‘Would you consider it the 
proper thing for an American naval 
officer or an American citizen to go to 
a foreign country and ask that country 
to pass upon a discovery made in an 
American ship and under American 
direction?’ 

“This question is, of course, general, 
hence individually I will answer, ‘Yes, 
since your rival who preceded you to 
the region in dispute submitted his 
proofs to that foreign university and 
you and your partisans have used its 
adverse finding as the basis for claim- 
ing that your identical story is true.’”

COTTON OIL FIRMER 


WITH HEAVY TRADING 


Strength fof Crude Re- 
flected in Refined Dur- 
ing the Week. 


New York, March 26.—The continued 
atrength of crude cotton oll has been 
fully reflected in the prices of refined 
during the past week, and the market 
has displayed a decidedly firmer ten- 
@ency with trading exceedingly heavy. 
The holidy interrupted the routine 
order of business to some extent, but 
notwithstanding this, aggregate trans- 
actions involved very satisfactory pro- 
portions. The May and July options 
have been leaders in activity, and mar- 
ket fluctuations have been largely in- 
fluenced by the movement of these 
positions. It was evident early in the 
week that some determineé effort was 
being made to mark up the May and 
July options. and later many sumors 
were afloat regarding the formation 
of a bull pool for the purpose of ad- 
vVancing the market. Detatls regarding 
this combination were not obtainable, 
but the consistent buying of the de- 
liveries by operators, who are usually 
identified with the large refining in- 
terests, was looked upon as good evi- 
dence of rted action some 
powerful interests 

The bearish element have declined to 
take the action of the market serious- 
ly, and on every show of stTength 
there has been more or less seliing 
for short account. These itnterests con- 
tend that no material advance in prices 
is possible until the real consuming 
demand assumes active proportions, 
and, consequentiyv. short commitments 
have been gradualty extended. On the 
other hand, it was claimed that the 
action of the crude oil market ifs an 
exceedingly bullish factor, and 
advanee in crude wil! force re- 
fined prices to seek their proper ratio, 
regardless of the present consuming 
demand. [In certain quarters it was 
stated that 50c crude oil cannot be 
ignored, and that the mills practically 
hold a lever on the movement of re- 
fined prices.

Lacal 
jobbers report an excellent demand for 
small lots of oooking oil represent- 
ing the requirements of hotels and 
restaurants. 
The foreign demand, while showing 
a slow but gradual improvement, has 
not kept the pace set during the pre- 
vious week Late inquiries have cov- 
ered a wide radius, but total sales

The oil going out is confined almost 
entirely to the higher grades, and 
brings from 7%c to Sc per pound. It 
is known that many consumers abroad 
are practically bare of supplies, but 
the ultra conservative nature of 
foreign buyers has kept transactions 
restricted to actual necessities.

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LET SUPREME COURT DECIDE 
LEGALITY OF AMENDMENTS 


Attorney General Directed in Resolutions to Bring Test 


Case Before High Court for Final Decree as to 14th 


and 15th Amendments to Federal Constitution. 


By Johy Corrigam, Jr. 

Washington. March 26.—(Special.)— 
To test the validity of the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments to the fed- 
eral constitution, the attorney general 
of the United States is directed in a 
resolution introduced by Representa- 
tive Sisson, of Mississippi, to present to 
the supreme court, in proper pleadings, 
@ test case. 

This resolution is now being serious- 
ly considered by the judiciary com- 
mittee of the house. It is a question of 
transcendant interest to every south- 


ern state, and one of vast national sig- | 
' the alleged failure of congress to com- 


fficance. 

The fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments were rejected by al! the south- 
@rn states when presented to them for 
ratification. Then the act of recon- 
Struction, held to be unconstitutional, 
was passed. Under this act the four- 
teenth amendment was ratified by 
force. Ever since that time its validity 
has been questioned. 

Citizenship in the United States is 
vested in all born or naturalized res- 
idents by the fourteenth amendment. 
Prior to the alleged adoption of this 
amendment, citizenship of. the United 
States could only be claimed by those 
who had citizenship itn a state. The 
negro, by this amendment, wag made a 
citizen. Under the fifteenth amend- 
ment, he’ was made a voter. That 


amendment provided that the right of 
any citizen to vote shall not be de- 
nied On account of race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. 

Than this resolution, the judiciary 
committee holds there is no more vital 
Or important bit of proposed legisia- 
tion pending in congress. That at 
some time the validity of these amend- 
ments will be tested before the su- 
preme court, is firmly believed. There 
is a strong sentiment in favor of 
having the question determined at 
once. 

The dispute over validity hinges on

Resolutions submitting proposed 
amendments to the constitution to the 
states for ratification, shal!

The resolutions carrying the four- 
teenth amendment passed the house 
On June 1%, 1866, nearly two years 
after the close of the civil war. The 
vote, as given in The Congressional 
Record of that day was, yeas, 138;

The resolution providing for the fif- 
teenth amendment to the constitution 
passed the house February 25, 1863, by 
the following vote: Yeas, 144; nays, 
44; not voting, 35.

The amendment lacked 
five votes, therefore, of the constitu- 
tional requirement. The figures 223 
represent the roll of members, includ- 
ing all those readmitted to their seats.

The proposed fourteenth constitu- 
tional amendment was passed by 21 
votes short of the constitutional 
number. 

The same amendment resolution 
passed the senate, according to the 
senate journal of June &, 1866. The 
vote was 33 for and 11 against the 
resolution. There was twenty-six 
states declared to be “loyal,” having 
a total vote in the senate of 52. The 
constitutional majority of this num- 
ber would be 35. The amendment res- 
olution failed by 2 votes of securing 
this constitutional majority in the sen- 
ate. 

But, according to Lincoln, Johnson, 
Grant and Seward, there were thirty- 
seven states in the union. They con- 
tended that the seceding states had 
never been out of the union, and could 
not go out of the union. In that event, 
there were seventy-four senators en- 
titled to vote on the resolution; and 
two-thirds of that number was 49. 

Ratification by the States. 

Now as to the ratification of the 
fourteenth amendment by the states. 
There were sixteen states about which 
there is no  question—Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Vermont, Maine, Missour!, Michigan, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas 
West Virginia and Illinols.

Ohio and New Jersey rescinded their

nouncement that three-fourths of the 
states had ratified the amendment. 
Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky and 
Oregon rejected the amendment, It is 
claimed the act of the Oregon legisia- 
ture came after sufficient states had 
ratified the amendment. It is also ar- 
gued that Ohio and New Jersey had 
no legal right to reject the amend- 
ment after having ratified it, and that 
Oregon could be fairly counted for rat- 
ification because an earlier vote of the 
legislature had showed ratification. 
Lacks One State Vote. 

If none but the twenty-six loyal 
states were counted as having a right 
to vote on the amendment and as suf- 
ficient to determine its legality, the 
amendment still lacks one vote of rat- 
ification. Three-fourths of twenty-six 
are 19%. Only 19 states gave an un- 
contested ratification. 

The southern states rejected the 
amendment. Peace had been restored 
The reconstruction act 
had been passed and local self-govern- 
ment in the southern states overturn- 
ed. These states were next compelled 
to reconsider their rejection of the 
amendment, and under an unconstitu- 
tional act of reconstruction, to rati- 


fy it.

The resolution passed the senate 
February 26, 1869, by a vote of 39 yeas 
to 13 nays, fourteen senators being 
absent. The total membership of the 
senate was sixty-six. Two-thirds of 
this number is forty-four. Therefore, 
the resolution lacked in the senate five 
votes of the number necessary to pass 
it constitutionally. 

Senator Garrett 
asserted at the time that the 
was composed of thirty-seven states, 
who were entitled to seventy-four 
members of the senate. “Your amend- 
ment is void,” he asserted. This state- 
ment was not challenged. Before that 
time Seward, secretary of state under 
Lincoln, had announced by proclama- 
tion that there were thirty-seven 
states in the union. Neither he nor 
Président Lincoln ever admitted that 
any state was legally out of the union 
during the civil war. 

The amendment was rejected by Cal- 
fornia, Delaware, Kentucky, Maryland, 
Oregon and Tennessee. New York with- 
drew her ratification. This made seven 
votes against the amendment. Ohio 
rejected, and afterwards ratified the 
amendment. New York and Oregon 
were not permitted to change their 
action, though Ohlo’s change was al- 
lowed. 

Indiana, under her constitution, re- 
quired two-thirds of her legislature to 
transact business. Enough members 
resigned their seats to prevent a two- 
thirds vote on the amendment. At a 
special election, all who resigned were 
returned with one exception. Again 
they resigned. Then the speaker of the 
house, in defiance of the state consti- 
tution, ruled that for the transaction 
of extra business a majority of the 
members elected to the house would 
suffice, and that a majority of those 
present had the right to ratify the 
amendment. This was done. 

Southern Staten Reject. 

All the southern states rejected the 
amendment. Texas, Mississippi, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia were still unrepre: 
sented in the senate. General Grant 
had reported in 1866 that all southern 
states were entitled to their proper 
representation. He toured the south 
in the winter of 1865 and in 1866 re- 
ported to congress that the southern 
states were at peace. 

Representative Sisson is a trained 
lawyer and his reputation extends 
throughout Mississippi. He contends 
earnestly that the question of validity 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments to the federal constitution are 
vital. As no individual citizen would 
willingly undertake to make the test 
because of the vast expense involved 
in connection with the collection of 
records from the various states, he 
would have a test case presented by 
the attorney: general. 

The department of justice, he thinks, 
through government channels in the 
various states, and by reference to the 
records on file in the state department, 
can get at the facts without very great 
difficulty and prepare them for sub- 
mission to the supreme court in proper 
form for consideration and a final de- 
cree.

PAPER ON. CHANGE OF TIME 
READ BEFORE MEN’S CLUB 


The following paper on a change of 
time was read recently by W. C. Puck- 
ett at a meeting of the Men's Club at 
the Universalist church: 

Gentlemen of the Men's Club: In 
presenting this paper as to the several 
standards of time, I shall take no 
stand for or against any change of 
time, but on the other hand, wil! pre- 
sent some facts for your considera- 
tion, and leave them for you, in discus- 
sion, to descide if it be best to change 
the present standard of time, under 
which we are now governed, to that 
of Kastern time 

In the beginning, we learn that in 
B. c@ 45, Julius Caesar was first to 
reform the time ealendar by ordering 
that every year whose date is exactly 


divisible by 4 contains 366 davs, and all 


other vears 365 days. He also changed 
the beginning of the year from March 
1 to January 1, and also changed the 
name of Quintilius to July, after him- 
self.

Gregorian calendar was intro- 
Pope Gregory XIII with the 
view of keeping the equinox to the 
same dav of the month. It was intro- 
duced into England and her colonies 
in 1752. at which time the equinox 
had retrograded 11 days since A. D 
325. when the festival of Baster was 
established and the equinox occurred 
on March 21; thence September 3, 1752, 
was called September 14. In October, 
1883. there was a convention held tin 
Washington, D. C., to provide for the 
changing of time in the United States, 
and in November 1883, Standard time 
was established for the convenience of 
the railroads by mutual agreement. 
The United States is divided into 
four time-sections, each 15 degrees of 
longitude (equivalent to one hour), 
commencing with the 75th meridian. 


Four Standard Times. 


The four standard times are Eastern, 
Central, Mountain and Pacific The 
standards of time in which we are in- 
terested are Pastern and Central time, 
Eastern section includes territory be- 
tween the Atlantic coast and an irreg- 
ular line drawn from Detroit, Mich., 
to Charleston, 8. C. 

Central includes all territory 
tween the last named line. and an ir- 
reguar line from Bismarck, N. D., to the 
western border of Idaho, Utah and 
Arizona. 

Just at this time the matter of 
changing the standard of time is being 
discussed by the city fathers of At- 
lanta and also many of our prominent 
business and professional men of this 
city, as well as newspapers. Many fa- 
vor the change from Central, or 90th 
Meridian. to 75th or FEastern” time. 
Many oppose the change. 

The city of Atlanta has at present 
only one standard of time—Central, 
Or 90th Meridian. Standard time is 
one hour slower than Bastern time. 

It is said by the strong supporters 
of Eastern time, that if we adopt 76th

“Section 1. That from and after 2 
o'clock in the morning of the first day 
of May. of each year, until 2 oclock 
ia the morning of the first day of Oce- 
tober. in each vear, the standard time 
shall be 1 hour in advance of the 
standard time now tin use. 

“Sec % This ordinance’ shall take 
effect and be in force from and after 
the first day of January, 1910.”

This ordinance was the outcome of 
the work of the National Daylight As- 
sociation of Cincinnati, who,in three 
davs. secured favorable expressions 
from eighty or ninety thousand peo- 
ple advocating the change.

To him nature has outdone herself in this instance. 

‘‘Mr. John C. Brickell, of San Francisco, capitalist, 
owner of extensive real estate holdings in that city, 
mining operator and recognized as one of the most con- 
servative men in ’Friseo, after several days’ inspection of 
the camp, said: ‘I had never expected in all my experience 
of fifteen years to find any place where nature had been 
so prolific or so bounteous with her generous distribution 
of gold.

HEPORT MADE ON 


KIMBERLY RICHES 


W. D. Seott Returns and 
Tells About His Experi- 
ences in Nevada. 


So many Atlantans have become in- 
terested in Kimberly, Nevada, the re- 
turn of W. D. Scott, mayor of Moul- 
trie, Ga., who left Atlanta for Kimber- 
ly a short time ago, caused a decided 
stir in Atlanta, it is said, among 
those who have become interested. 

In an interview with a representa- 
tive of The Constitution, Mr. Scott 
spoke most enthusiastically of Kim- 
berly and stated that one-half had 
not been told, no matter how improb- 
able the statements heretofore made 
might seem. He says he saw more 
gold in the rocks projecting from the 
ground and in shallow’ trenches, 
shafts and tunnele than one can esti- 
mate the value of. The interests of 
one Atlantan, Roland B. Respess, are 
stated by Mr. Scott to be estimated 
at from $50,000,000 and upward. Mr. 
Scott himself has purchased five claims 
out there, two of which he sold at a 
profit of $10,000, and for two others he 
refused a profit of $26,000. He expects 
to return to Kimberly after a short 
visit at home, and erect a business 
block in the new city.

They keep up their pounding 
hour after hour and day after day, 
and if they stop are urged on .\by the 
guards. Such punishments are for men 
sentenced to hard labof and solitary 
confinement, of whom there are per- 
haps 1,000 in all Burma each year. 1 
have before me a.repoert of the jails. 
It shows that there are now something 
like 13,000 convicts in the various 
prisons, and that 20,000 have been on 
their rolls this year. Of these 16.000 
were sentenced to rigorous imprisoan- 
ment and 378 wete Whipped in addi- 
tion.

A Well-Managed Prison. 

The Rangoon prison is excellently 
planned and well managed. The bulld- 
ings are great sheds of one and two 
stories, running out like the spokes 
of a wheel from a circle, in which the 
guards stand, so that they can Inspect 
a half dozen or more shops at one time. 
The dormitories are arranged the same 
way. Everything is clean and san- 
itary, the prison death rate \belng only 
18 per thousand. Among the jail 
institutions is a large garden, where 
anti-scorbutle wegetables are raised 
for the prisoners, nearly all such food 
being produced inside the jail. 

The prisoners have enough to eat to 
keep them in perfect condition, and 
their sleek, fat forms are in striking 
centrast to the lean coolies from In- 
dia. who are to be seen everywhere 
upon the streets. The convicts eat 
three meals a day. », Between 5 and 6 
a. m., before going to work, they have 
rice and vegetables, and a similar meal 
is given them between 9 and 10. They 
have their last meal about 4 o'clock; 
when they quit for the day. Their 
neals are served simply. . They ‘squat 
out of doors in long rows, each hav-.

Washington, 
Knox has established

matic information. 
daily filtered all the secrets, news and 
intrigues gathered by our ambassa- 
dors in the capitals of the world. In 
charge of this information affecting 
world politics, Mr. Knox has placed a 
young man, 25 years of age. 

It you want to learn the names of 
the bankers in the Morgan syndicate 
that will handle the American portion 
of the Chinese loan; if you have curi- 
osity as to who are interested in the 
“struggle with Japan’’ referred to by 
Jacob H. Schiff; if you want to know 
what those arch plotters, Castro and 


Zelaya, are doing, or if you are inter- | 


ested in the exact condition of the del- 
icate treaty negotiations with France 
—Iif you want the latest news about 
any of these affairs, just apply at the 
“Division of Information, State Depart- 
ment.” 

Veil of Mystery. 

Of course, you won't get a word of 
enlightment at this headquarters of in- 
formation. But you will have an oppor- 
tunity to inspect Mr. Knox's clearing 
house for diplomatic new's and observe 
the custodian of state department se- 
crets, Mr. Phillip Halsey Patchin, a 
former newspaper man.

Can Keep-a Secret. 

“How would you like to run my new’ 
division of information.” was the ques- 
tion Secretary Knox threw at Mr. 
Patchin one day. Young Patchin had 
just concluded quizzing the secretary 
of state about the latest dev elopments 
in the Hankow railroad loan. At 
that time he was on the Washington 
Staff of a New York newspaper and 
his specialty was the state department 
and the diplomatic corps. Mr. Knox 
knew MY. Patchin could keep a secret 
because he had entrustéd many an im- 
portant displomatic fact to him with 
the injunction that it must not be 
printed. So when Mr. Patchin said 
that he would not object to becoming 
chief of the division of information. 
Secretary Knox knew' that he had ob- 
tained a young man experienced in the 
handling of large and confidential sub- 
jects and in whose discretion and good 
judgment he could depend. The New 
York newspaper lost Aan industrious 
news-getter and the government ac- 
quired a young man who promises to 
go far in the diplomatic service. 

Mr. Patchin has had rather a wide 
newspaper cexpericnee. Several jears 
azo he accompanied Senator Root on 
the latter’s famous trip to South 
America, during which he endeavored 
to convinee the folks down there that 
the United States had no intention of 
gobbling them up, but instead was 
their natural friend and ally. Mr. 
Patchin sent to his paper some inter- 
esting discussion of the diploniatic 
phases of the Root mission. Later he 
spent nearly two years in Cuba as the 
correspondent of his paper in .hat 
island. Here he picked up a smatter- 
ing of Spanish ana french, enough 
at least to order his meals in native 
restaurants and to give him a fair idea 
of the meaning of diplomatic nites 
now coming to the state department 
couched in the language of European 
diplomats. 

The new division cnief comes from 
Des Moines, Iowa. This state has sent 
to Washington a number of brignt 
young men who have made their mark 
in journalism at thé capital. One of 
them, a townsman of Mr. Patchin, be- 
came famous as a myckraker. and 
mouthpiece of Theodore Roosévelt dur- 
ing the last administration. A brether 
of Mr. Patchin established a Cana 
dian branch of a New York newspaper 
with headquarters in Ottawa, and is 
now in charge of the bureau there 

Burcaa Indispensable. 

Perhaps the best way to explain 
the functions of the divisién of in- 
formation is to quote just what See | 
retary Knox says about it, as fo!- 
lows: 

“This bureau has long been an indis- 
pensable instrument in the conduct of 
the ‘foreign service of other govern- 
ments. There are many important }o 
litical and commercial negotiations, 
during the whole course of which thé 
department has to work through i's 
represéntatives in several diffcrent 
capitals. These representatives dare 
dealing with different phases of té 
same affair or are dealing with it ut 
different angles and under differe:t 
circumstances. The activities of eaeli, 
to be intelligently directed, must be 
based not only upon the departmont’s 
own instructions, but also upon a cicaf 
appreciation of what is being dune in 
the same matter by the colleagues jut 
other capitals. 

“The department must, therefore. 
transmit in such a case to different 
groups of foreign representatives 
copies of correspondence affecting the 
matter with which they are’ deai'ng, 
but which does not come to them 4di- 
rectly. Such copies vf correspondence 
are arranged in ‘information seriés, 


,}are promptly collated, nm ree te and 


> 


sent out by the division of informa- 
tion. 

“And again, there are general mat- 
ters which all our representatives in 
a particular part of the w orld—such 
as the far west, the near east, Latin- 
America or western Europe—shvuld 
have before them in order that they 
may keep in proper touch with each 
other and with situations directly or 
indirectly affecting usefulness of al!. 

“Then, too, it is essential that all 
of the dplomatic service of the United 
States should be kept promptly Ih- 
formed of all important transactiors 
which crystallize the spirit and the 
main principles and tendencies of 
American foreign policy, as there ars 
also matters of general information 
that should be in the possession of ihe 
whole sérvice. What is coverec by 
these different categories is similar!,\ 
distributed more or less widely, as the 
case may demand, in the form of ‘in- 
formation séries.’ 

“Another important duty of the di- 
vision of information is the c¢o.lee- 
tion and clagsificdtion, translation, and 
summary of articles from the news- 
papers of all foreign countries whic¢n 
are important to the department as 
reflecting foreign governmental! or 
public opinion upon this or that mai! 
ter which has an important bearing 
upon the foreign relations of the 
United States or the policy of a for- 
eign government which affects one or 
another interest of the United States. 

As the chief of the division through 
which daily pass all telegrams and 
papers bearing on our relations -‘vit% 
other nations Mr. Patchin has a rare 
opportunity to become a master of the 
ins and outs of statecratt.

FEDERAL REGULATION OF AUTOS. 


Congress is being asked to pass a bill providing for the regis- 
tration and regulation of autos engaged in interstate travel. 

The automobile users and manufacturers are behind the move- 
ment. : 

News reports state that members of the house committee on 
interstate commerce, the members of which have probably given 
more attention to commerce than to constitution law, were consid- 
erably puzzled as to the power of congress in the premises, when 
the subject was broached. 

But the question was finally solved very simply: Interstate 
commerce covers interstate intercourse; it covefs all and every 
means of communication between the states. In the Kentucky bridge 
case, alluded to in the hearings on this question, the supreme court 
of the United States held that persons passing back and forth over 
a bridge connecting two states were engaged in interstate commerce 
within the meaning of the federal constitution. 

So congress may have a word to say on the subject of interstate 
automobile regulation and be within the spirit and letter of the law. 

_ The practical effect of the law is being urged by its friends 
as the strongest argument in its favor. It will not interfere with 
state regulation affecting speed to he observed on the public high- 
ways. It will leave the states to deal with conditions within the 
states. 

But if an Atlanta automobilist wished to make a trip to Oregon, 
he could, unde? this law, register his machine in Georgia, get a num- 
ber something like this: “Ga. 3478 U. S.,” and travel to any part 
of the country without additional registration. 

This is the relief that the auto people are seeking to secure. 
The offenders against any state law will be punished, but the law- 
abiding autoist will be saved a vast amount of trouble. 

Approval of, the measure will probably ,increase with the in- 
creasing use of autos as a means of interstate travel.

In course of time trace was lost of 
James Withington, and when McLaren 
bevame unable to continue to earn his 
living as a cab-driver, some good peo- 
ple, on learning that he was a de- 
scendant of Richard Penderel, of Bos- 
cobel, interesteq themselves in his 
case, and determined to find out what 
had become of Withington: since if his 
demise without surviving issue could 
be established, his moiety of the pen- 
sion, namely, $250 a year, would fall 
to the old cab-driver. After an ex- 
tensive search on both sides of the 
Atiantic. it was finally established, in 
January last, that the Withingten 
family had become entirely extinct, 
and early last month the court of chan- 
cery issued an order for the release 
of the Withington pension to McLaren, 
together with the arrears, since the 
last payment made to the Withingtons, 
more than 20 years previously. There 
is always a certain amount of red tape 
to go through in connection with such 
matters, and before the funds could 
be turned over to the old cab-driver, 
who had been greatly stirred by the 
victory of his case, he died suddenly. 

This has had the result of putting 
the pension and the arrears back in 
chancery. For Robert McLaren's son, 
Robert William McLaren, is missing. 
At the time of the Boer war he left 
his home in Harrison street, Gray's 
Inn road, London, and his wife and 
children, and sailed for South Africa: 
it is understood in charge of horses 
or supplies bound for the front, and 
has never been heard of since. Not 
until his death has been legally es- 
tablished, or judicially presumed, can 
the pension which would have brought 
so much happiness and comfort to the 
old cab driver be paid to his daughter- 
in-law and to his grandchildren.

definitely count upon seeing at least 
seven of these species: Wildebeest, 
hartebeest. Grant's gazelle. Thomp- 
son’s gazelle, zebra. impalla and gi- 
reffe, with the likelihood of seeing 
in addition some warthogs and a dis- 
tant rhimoceros, and the remote- pos- 
sibility of seeing cheetah, lion and hy- 
éna.° Of the bird variéties the trav- 
eler will Be sure of seeing many os- 
triches, some great bustards and per- 
haps a sedate secretary bird or two. 

These animals are the common va- 
rieties, and after a short time in the 
country the stranger learms to tell

Stranger Soon Hecomes Acquainted. 


He soon learns to pick out the wilde- 
beest, or gnu, by its American buf- 
falo appearance: he comes to know 
the Httle Thompson's gazelle by its 
big black stripe on its white sides 
and by its frisky tall that ts always 
flirting back and forth. The Grant's 
gwazelle is a littie harder to pick out 
at first, and one is likely to get the 
Grant's and Tommy’s confused. But 
after a short time the difference is 
apparent, the Grant's being much lar- 
ger in stature and has much larger 
horns and is minus the Thompsonian 
perpetual motion tail. It certainly 
is a stirring tail! The impalla is 
abeut the same size as the Grant's 
gazelle, but has horns of a lyre-ate 
shape 

The.hartebeest is speedily ifentified 
because he is unlike any other ante- 
lepe in appearance and exists in such 
large numbers in nearly every part: 
in East Africa. Indeed, if a returned 
traveler were asked what animal is 
most typical of the country he would 
at once name the hartebeest. He sees. 
it so mueh and so often that after a 
timie it seems to be only a necessary 
fixture in the landscape. A horizon 
without a. few hartebeests on it would 
seem to: be lacking: in’ completeness. |

With nearly every herd 
of game, or near by, will he found the 
faithful kongoni, always alert, watch- 
ful and vigilant, and it is always his 
cry of warning that sends the beasis 
of the plains flying from dangers that 
they cannot see. 

The sportsmen swear at the konguni 
because it is always the latter tha: 
alarms the quarry he is stalking. How 
very often it happens! The hunter 
sees afar some trophy that he is eager 
to secure and straightway begins a 
careful stalk of many hundred yards. 
At last, after much patient work, he 
reaches a point where he feels tnat 
can chance a_ shot. He takes a 
careful sight and af the moment 4 
kongoni that has been silently watch 
ing him from some place or other gives 
the alarm, and away goes the truphy 
beyond reach of a fullet. And then 
how the hunter cusses at .-he kongoni, 
who has stopped some little distance 
away and is regarding him with tha! 
quaint, .lugubriously fanny ldok. It

One day’ I tried to shoot a cOpi. It 
was a broiling hot day and the sun 
hune dead above and drove its burning 
javelins into me as I crept along. lor

trousers and the sharp stubbles cut 
my palms; once a snake darted out of 
a clump of grass just as my hand 
was descending upon it,. and lizards 
frequently shot away within a yard 
of my nose.

When I got within 250 yards and 
was just ready to’take a careful aim, 
with an anthill as a rest, a konvoni 
somewhere gave the alarm, andi away 
went the topi, safe and sound, but 
badly scared.” The kongoni went a Hit- 
tle way and then turned and: zrinned 
broadly. I was momentarily tempted 
to shoot him, ‘but on second thought 
l realized that he had acted nobly from 
the animal point of view, so I forgave 
him. 

The kongoni seems to be gifted with 
a clairvoyant instinct. He knows when 
you don’t want to shoot him and when 
you do. If you start out in the morn- 
ing with no hostile intentions toward 
him he will allow you to approach to 
within a short distance. He ‘will be 
alert and watchful, but he will show 
no anxiety. But just suppose for an 
instant that you change your mind.

With their keen 
eyes and great height they almost ‘n- 
variably see you before you see them, 
and that will be at least seven or 
eight hundred yards distance. From 
the moment they see you they never 
lose sight of you unless it when 
they disappear behind a hill-a mile or 
two away. 

When seen on the skyline a hierd of 
giraffe will suggest a line of telegraph 
poles; when seen scattered along a 
hillside partly ° sheltered under tne 
trees, they blend into the mottled 
lights and shadows in such a way as 
to be almost invisible. I have been 
within 200 yards of a _ muotioriiless 
giraffe and, although looking directly 
at it, was not aware that it wes a 
giraffe until it moved. It might eosily 
have been mistaken for a bare fork of 
the tree, with the mottled shadows 
of the leaves cast.upon it. 

Along the Tana river I saw several 
herds of giraffe, perhaps fifty head in 
ail, but it was on the great stretches 
of the scrub country that slopes down 
from Mount Elgon that I saw the great 
herds of them. One afternoon I saw 
twenty-nine together, big black males, 
beautifully marked tawny females, and 
lots of little ones that loomed up like 
lampposts amidst a group of telegraph 
poles. Within two hours I saw two 
other herds of seven and nine each, and 
each day thereafter it was quite a com- 
mon thing to run across little: groups 
of these strange looking animale 
browsing among the trées. 

Spécial ‘License For the Giraffe.

The large male giraffes often appear 
solid black at a distance, for the yel- 
low bands separating the splotches ‘of 
black are so slender as to be invisible 
at even a short distance. The females 
are much lighter and usuaily look like 
the giraffes we seen in the circuses 
at home. 

Zebra Obstacle to Civilisation. 

Then there's the -ubiquitous zebra, 
almost as numerous as the kongoni. 
You see vast herds of zebra at many 
places along the railway, and there- 
after, as you roam. about the level 
spots of East Africa, you are always 
running into herds of them. At first 
the sight of a herd of zebras is a sur- 
prise, for you have been accustomed 
to seeing them in the small numbers 
found in captivity. It. te a source of 
passing wonder that these rare ani- 
mals shoypld be roaming about the 
suburbs of towng: in hundred lots. You 
decide that. it would be’a shame to 
shoot a z@bra and determine not to 
join in this heartiess slaughter.

In action the zébra is dependent upon 
hts friend the kongoni. When the lat- 
ter signals him to run, he trots off 
amd then turns to look. If the kon- 
gonit sends out a 4-11 alarm, the zerra 
will hike off in a Shetland pony -iike 
gallop, and run some distance »efore 
stopping. They have no endurance, 
and may be easily rounded up ‘vith a 
horse. 

On the Athi plains may be found the 
bones of scores of zebras, each «pot 
marking where a lion has fed: and in 
the barb-wire fences of the settlers 
other scores of withered hides and 
whitened skulls mark where thev have 
fallen before the grim march of vivil- 
ization. 

With each sportsman granted an al- 
lowance of twenty zebras. it may not 
be so long before the zebra will he 
forced to seek the sanctuary of the 
game reserves, which. nappilyv. are 
large enough to insure his escape from 
extinction. 

The zebra's chief peculiarity. aside 
from his beautiful markings. is a dog- 
like bark which Is much more canine 
than equine tn ite sound. The zhbra's 
chief charm is its colt, for there 
nothing alive that is prettier or more 
graceful than a young zebra a few 
weeks old.
